Shells fell perilo usly near fo reign warships 
in the riv er and screamed o v er the helpless millio ns in the 
internatio nal settlement.

Outside the city , J apan massed 48 warships, sco res o f 
tho usands o f tro o ps and a fo rmidable air fleet fo r the 
zero ho ur— dawn to mo rro w— o f a final crushing driv e o n 
Shanghai. 
It was o nly by the merest chance that the President 
Ho o v er escaped disaster. 
A surgeo n fro m the 
British 
cruiser 
Cumberland 
bo arded the President Ho o v er and perfo rmed two emer­ 
gency o peratio ns, each taking half an ho ur. 
The United 
States destro y ers Parro tt and Edsall turned back when the 
President Ho o v er repo rted she needed no further assist­ 
ance. 
Three bo mbs hit the Do llar liner as it was nearing 
Shanghai after a trip to Manila with American wo men and 
children refugees. 
“ We hav e just been bo mbed by a Chinese plane,” the 
ship flashed the United States nav y headquarters* 
“ I am no t sure where we hav e been hit. 
“ I am no t sure ho w many hav e been injured. 
“ Here they co me again— need nav al assistance." 
Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, co mmander in chief o f the 
United States nav y in these waters, went into actio n in-

Surgeo ns Dispatched 
Within a few minutes the lithe destro y ers Parro tt and 
Edsall, sister ships, were making ready to sail to the liner’s 
aid. 
Admiral Yarnell o rdered nav y surgeo ns abo ard them. 
Then the liner's master flashed wo rd that he was able 
to pro ceed under his o wn po wer to night, if necessary , but 
that he was awaiting instructio ns fro m the Do llar line at 
San Francisco . 
Admiral Yarnell, assuming emergency co mmand o f 
all American shipping, o rdered the President Ho o v er to 
pro ceed at o nce, and cancelled the o rder fo r the destro y ers 
to go to her aid. 
He flashed a message to the liner President McKinley , 
en ro ute, no t to halt at Shanghai.

ed the crack American liner President Hoover today off 
the Shanghai coast. 


Seven crew members of the Dollar line flagship wer« 


wounded, two seriously, the liner reported, and at fe*at 
three passengers were stunned by the concussion of tte 
bombs. 


So gravely was the incident regarded that Admiral 


Harry E. Yarnell, American fleet commander, at once 
celled all navy shore leaves. 


It was established apparently definitely that 
„ 


planes were Chinese ones, seeking to sink a Japanese tzo«f» 
transport. 


This, the most serious incident ol ^ ^^ 


regards American lives and property/h'w-c^ 
before Chinese and Japanese warships and land gun* be* 
gan exchanging a terrific bombardment in Shanghai and 
on the river. Shells fell perilously near foreign warship* 
in the river and screamed over the helpless millions in the 
international settlement. 


48 Warships Massed 


Outside the city, Japan massed 48 warships, scores of 


thousands of troops and a formidable air fleet for the 
zero hour—dawn tomorrow—of a final crushing drive on 
Shanghai. 


It was only by the merest chance that the President 


Hoover escaped disaster. 


A surgeon from the British cruiser 
Cumberland 


boarded the President Hoover and performed two emer- 
gency operations, each taking half an hour. 
The United 


States destroyers Parrott and Edsall turned back when the 
President Hoover reported she needed no further assist- 
ance. 


Three bombs hit the Dollar liner as it was nearing 


Shanghai after a trip to Manila with American women and 
children refugees. 


"We have just been bombed by a Chinese plane," the 


ship flashed the United States navy headquarters. 


"I am not sure where we have been hit. 
"I am not sure how many have been injured. 
"Here they come again—need naval assistance." 
Admiral Harry E. Yarnell, commander in chief of the 


United States navy in these waters, went into action in- 
stantly 


Surgeons Dispatched 


Within a few minutes the lithe destroyers Parrott and 


Edsall, sister ships, were making ready to sail to the liner's 
aid. 


Admiral Yarnell ordered navy surgeons aboard them. 
Then the liner's master flashed word that he was able 


to proceed under his own power tonight, if necessary, but 
that he was awaiting instructions from the Dollar line at 
San Francisco. 


Admiral Yarnell, assuming emergency command of 


all American shipping, ordered the President Hoover to 
proceed at once, and cancelled the order for the destroyers 
to go to her aid. 


He flashed a message to the liner President McKinley, 


en route, not to halt at Shanghai. 


Admiral Yarnell intimated that he would order all

LONDON, Aug. 30. — (UP) — 


Great Britain will follow up her 
note of protest to Japan with an 
early demand for a prompt, satis- 
factory reply, it was reported to- 
day. 


J. L. Dodds, British 
charge 


d'affaires at Tokyo, presented the 
note yesterday to Koki Hirota, Jap- | 
anese foreign minister, demanding 
the "fullest measure of redress" for 
a Japanese airplane attack on the 
British ambassador to China. 


Hirota was reported to have told 


Dodda that Japan would reply 
when a joint British-Japanese in- 
vestigation of the attack was com- 
pleted. 


But it was indicated strongly 


that if the investigation was not 
completed with sufficient prompt- 
ness to ensure an early reply, Bri- 
tain would demand action In even i 
firmer tones than that of its first 
note. 


To Withhold Envoy 


Until the government has receiv- 


ed 
satisfaction, it is understood 


that Sir Robert Craigie, the new 
ambassador to Japan, would not go 
to Tokyo. This would keep Britain's 
anger fresh in Japan's mind. 


There was a general belief that 


Japan's first note in reply to the 
protest would be in an inter! mone, 
perhaps 
presenting 
mitigating 


facts and seeking, between 
the 


lines to find out more about the 
extent of Britain's anger—not only 
over the attack on the ambassador 
but on such matters as the new 
blockade and the constant danger 
to all British subjects In Chinese 
war areas. 


Diplomats regarded it as note- 


worthy that the British note did 
not ask for a monetary indemnity 
for the attack. It was understood 
that the possibility of an Indemnity 
demand was discussed. But it was 
decided that thtrattack was such a 
grave one that it could not be cal- 
culated in terms of money. 


No Loopholes Left 


The utmost care was taken that 


the note should be worded so as 
to leave Japan no loopholes of es- 
cape. 
Before 
it was perfected, 


there was a series of long tele- 
phone conferences among Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain, vis- 
iting the King at Balmoral Castle, 
Scotland; Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden, vacationing in York- 
shire, and Sir Robert Vansittart, 
permanent undersecretary of the 
foreign office, in London.

It has always been known that 


a larger number of adults reacted 
than children, because the disease 
may begin in childhood, then in 
most cases heal, still the immune 
bodies remain in the blood and 
cause a positive reaction. 


If parental co-operation is pos- 


sible undoubtedly a wide use of 
tuberculin testing in the element- 
ary schools will result In a great 
advance In the treatment of this 
disease.

Monday after an ill 


The President Hoover's master

San Francisco by way of Japan. 


It is the first United States- 


bound American liner since 
the 


outbreak of the Shanghai battle. 
Previous refugees have been taken 
to Manila. 


There was some doubt still aa to 


the identity of the attacking plane. 
The President Hoover's radio crew 
reported that it was Chinese with- 
out qualification. But receivers at 
navy and 4th marine headquarters 
here said the messages from the 
liner were jerky and excited—as 
was natural—and they thought it 
best to await investigation before 
blaming one side or the other. 


Passenger Missing 


Two hours before the dramatic 


bombing messages, the liner had 
radioed ahead that Norman G. 
Harris, 53, Rochester, 
N. Y., 


resident of China since 1905, was 
missing. 


Harris, a director of the Yee 


Tsoong Tobacco company, went to 
Manila with the liner on its last 
cruise, accompanying his wife and 
daughter, Mrs. Julian Brlggs, who 
went as refugees. He sailed back 
with it. 
Friends noticed his ab- 


sence this afternoon, the liner re- 
ported. 


Many Americans and other for- 


eigners were waiting impatiently 
for 
the 
l i n e r ' s 
arrival 


since the battle started, to go direct 
home, via Japan and the Hawaiian 
islands, instead of being taken to 
Manila. 


If Admiral Yarnell decided not 


to permit liners to come here, it 
would mean that all Americans 
henceforth who were evacuated 
would be taken in foreign mer- 


". \ chantmen or American warships. 


The planes raced off as two Jap- 


anese destroyers appeared and op- 
ened a furious anti-aircraft fire at 
them. 


How many planes there were in 


the bombing fleet was not known. 


However, the news that Japanese 


ships had fired on them removed 
nearly all doubt that

planes were responsible, and It was 
suggested that they may

Transport Sought 


Several Japanese warships were 


in the vicinity, and the wireless

Press that the President Hoover
